Death came as a relief to the man's 
awful sufferings e a rly this morning. 
Last evening Dr. Taylor, his attending 
ph ysician, gave up all hope for his 
r e c o v e ry and notified the mayor if he 
wanted to see Drayer alive for the pur­ 
p o se of getting some clew which would 
T^ad to the identity of the murderers he 
would ha\e to go immediately. 
In company with a News Review re­ 
porter the mayor went to the man’s 
bedside, but too late to get a state­ 
ment form the vicitm. 
He lay in a 
semi-conscious 
condition and 
never 
rallied up to the time of his death. 
Without a conscious struggle he died 
but to those who saw him during the 
night he was 
apparently 
suffering 
agony indescribable. He breathed with 
the greatest difficulty, almost raising 
from his couch at “very inspiraton and 
at times his 
large 
bloodshot 
eyes 
would open, but he could see nothing. 
His head was swollen, 
being 
much 
larger than its normal size. 
A close 
examination showeu that he had evi­ 
dently been struck on all sides. 
The rear of his head was badly cut 
and black and blue. 
Both sides were 
in a like condition while the face was 
so battered that recognition was im­ 
possible. 
This morning when viewed 
at the undertaker’s room his visage 
prese nted a much different appearance. 
The blood, formerly seen through the 
skin, was not visible and he looked as 
if calmly sleeping.

man’s death the case was enshrouded 
in the deepest mystery, but within two 
hours after Chief Thompson was ap­ 
praised of the death and that some one 
was guilty of murder, he was hot on 
his trail and at ll o’clock had the con­ 
fessed guilty man.

not know his name.

In a very short story he confessed 
his guilt, but stated that he had no in­ 
tention of killing the man or hurting 
him seriously.

swered all questions. He said: 
“I was standing on the corner of 
Washington and Second street with 
John McBane when Drayer and Tom 
Boyd came along. 
Two women had 
just left them. 
We were looking at 
the women when Drayer said to me; 
'Do those girls owe you anything?’ At 
the same time Boyd started at me with” 
a brick and then I commenced fighting 
but only with Drayer. 
I struck him 
several times but not with the inten­ 
tion of killing him.” 
Upon the advice of Prosecuting At­ 
torney Brookes Bucheit was remanded 
to jail charged with murder. 
A post mortem examination will be 
held this afternoon to determine the 
exact cause of Drayers death, after 
which Bucheit will be arraigned before* 
tin* mayor and given a chance to make 
a plea. 
The chief is deserving of commenda­ 
tion for his work so speedily done on 
the case. 
He had practically no ease 
at 9 o’clock and in two hours time had 
the man under arrest and his confes­ 
sion. While many were surmising and 
conjecturing as to who the guilty one 
was the chief was noisely at work and 
succeeded in running down .his man 
without help.

la^t evening for at least two hours the 
hoard of health adjourned without tak ­ 
ing decisive action on the sewer ques­ 
tion further than ordering the sanitary 
policeman and the health officer to 
make a canvass of the streets in which 
there is a necessity for having sewers 
laid. 
This is for the purpose of find­ 
ing all who will sign a petition signify­ 
ing their willingness to pay a part of 
the expense. 
Those living in the streets that need 
sewers, and who will not sign a ped! 
lion, will he seen by a com mittee of 
the board, who will try to convince* 
them of the absolute necessity, 
lf 
the v cannot he convinced, the hoard 
will bring the law pertaining to the 
question into action. 
Just what the law' is no nu rn her of 
the hoard knows. 
Some were under 
the impression that the* board is all 
powerful, and that it can order such 
work done ami have it done w hether 
tie- property owners are iii favor or 
not. 
O thers argued that a hoard of 
health can only order the laying of a 
se v er when, by so loing, an epidemic 
will he prevented.

to friction. 
W hat is not so generally 
known is that the quality is found in 
silk yarn before it is woven. A skein 
of silk, unless it has been so treated as 
to kill this property in it, av i 11 when 
opened up emit the noise slightly. 
When the skein is squeezed in the 
hand, the sound becomes quite audible.

start him hi the right direction. 
The

looked after or the beginner will con­ 
tract evils of execution that in time 
will become almost impossible to cor­ 
rect. 
The most popular form of boat pro­ 
pelling is sculling, the manipulation of 
a pair of sculls by one man. 
E. J. 
Giannini, the coach of the New York 
Athletic dub, is a recognized authority 
on all branches of oarsmanship, and 
consequently his views on sculling will 
be of interest. He says: 
"Sculling Is usually performed by one 
person, who sits in the middle of the 
boat and uses a pair of short oars, tech­ 
nically called 'sculls,' one Iii each hand. 
Double sculling has recently come more 
or less into fashion and is performed 
by two persons instead of one. 
"In holding the sculls B is a mere m at­ 
ter of fancy whether the right hand or 
tim left is uppermost, the sculls over­ 
lapping more or less. Some prefer one 
hand and some the other, but which­ 
ever plan seems easiest and most nat­ 
ural should be foliow’ed. Tho great 
points to lie borne in mind are to sit 
upright, to reach out well over the toes, 
dropping the body between the knees, 
which should open out as tile arm s 
stretch forward: to get firm hold of the 
w ater at the moment of contact, as ex­ 
plained in connection with the oar, and 
to lift the boat over the w ater with 
tin- first part of the stroke. 
"The power applied will of Itself 
gradually diminish us the stroke Is

“Sculling Is usually performed by one 
person, xvlio sits in the middle of the 
boat and uses ii pair of short oars, tech­ 
nically called 'sculls,' one iii each hand. 
Double sculling has recently come more 
or less Into fashion and is performed 
by two persons instead of cue. 
“Iii holding the sculls It is a mere mat­ 
ter of fancy whether the right hand or 
the left is uppermost, the sculls over­ 
lapping more or less.

Columbus, June lfc.—The case of the 
Southern Gum company, of Canton.

porations against Secretary of State 
C. Lavlin. involving the constitu­ 
tionality of the VSI 11 Is law taxing cor­ 
porations one-tenth of one per cent, of 
paid-up stock, wus argued in the su­ 
preme court yesterday. 
The suit was 
brought to enjoin the 
secretary 
of 
state from turning the tax into the 
state treasury. 
Attorneys Charles C. 
rpham and A. T. M( Carty, of Canton, 
represented the 
corporations, while 
Attorney 
General 
Sheets. 
Andrew 
Squire!, of Cleveland, and John W. 
W arrington, of Cincinnati* upheld the 
law. 
There was no spread-eagle oratory 
indulged in. the attorneys for 
both 
sides confining themselves to the facts, 
quoting excerpts from the statutes, 
citing decisiops held to be analagous 
and adhering strictly to 
the 
legal 
phases of 
the 
questions 
involved. 
Messrs. Upham and McCarty contend­ 
ed that the fee imposed by the Willis 
law Is to al| intents and purposes, a 
tax, and laid stress on the fact that 
the law discrim inates against the prop­ 
erty of corporations. They urged that 
the constitution prohibits the taxing 
of corporations In* a way different from 
individuals and In this connection cited 
the aet'ion of the court ten years ago 
in knocking out the tax taxing rail­ 
roads $1 per mile in addition to their 
property tax. 
The defense took the position that 
corporations should be made to pay 
for the rights and privileges bestowel 
on them by the state, by whose grace 
they exist 
and subm itted that 
the 
opinion that privileges and franchises 
should be taxed has been growing w ith 
the com t for years.

Double sculling has recently come more 
or less Into fashion and is performed 
by two persons instead of one. 
“In holding tim sculls it is a mere m at­ 
ter of fancy w hether the right hand or 
the left Is uppermost, the sculls over­ 
lapping more or less. Home prefer one 
hand and tom e the other, but which­ 
ever plan se--ms easiest mid most n at­ 
ural should be followed.
